Sherm an’s body was carried 
hom eward in the personal DC- 
4 Skymaster of Admiral Rob­ 
ert R. Carney, com m ander of 
Atlantic pact forces in South­ 
ern Europe. It took off from 
Capodichino airport and is due 
in Washington tomorrow after­ 
noon after stops at the Azores 
and Berm uda. 
AM ships in the lovely bay 
of Naples flew their flags

aboard 
the CSS Mount Olympus, flag­ 
ship of the Mediter r a n e a n 
Fleet.

Of Tools 
Feared 


Auto Industry 
Aid Is Sought 


WASHINGTON, July 24 — Pro- 
duction officials disclosed today 
the government is ready to call 
on the far-flung resources of the 
automobile 
industry 
to 
help 
break the serious machine tool 
shortage. 
The proposal will be m ade 
tomorrow by the National Pro­ 
duction Authority at a meeting 
with car industry representa­ 
tives in a new move to step 
up output of the urgently need­ 
ed tools. 
Mobilization officials are se­ 
riously concerned over the m a ­ 
chine tool bottleneck 
which in 
the next few months* may 
se­ 
riously im pair the success of the 
defense program . 
The machines, on which tanks, 
guns, planes and other military 
equipment 
are 
made, 
are 
of 
prime 
importance 
to 
defense 
production 
but 
m anufacturers 
have been reluctant to increase 
output. 
To alleviate the situation, NPA 
was said to be preparing to ask 
the auto o> rrr»- 
ev- 
cess manpower and industrial 
facilities can be turned over for 
the m anufacture of component 
parts for the vital machine tools. 


SINCE THIS was done during 
the last war, officials said there 
is no reason why machines and 
men idled by passenger car cut­ 
backs can not be put to work on 
w the tool program . 
This development cam e after 
machine 
tool 
m anufacturers 
met with NPA officials and com­ 
plained that price controls and 
other 
government 
regulations 
are preventing them from 
in­ 
creasing production. 
NPA 
said 
production 
"will 
have to be increased sharply to 
meet anticipated needs of t h e 
mobilization program ,” but add- 
' ed “ even if the industry is able 
to double its output in the next 
12 months, the increased produc­ 
tion would still be inadequate.” 
M anufacturers charged that 
a recent Office of Price Sta­ 
bilization 
order 
is 
“ inade­ 
quate” because it 
places 
a 
ceiling on profits which penal­ 
izes efficient producers. 
Moreover, the industry s a i d 
a production could be increased 
only if NPA granted super-pri- 
orities to tool builders on m ate­ 
rials and facilities and prevent­ 
ed the “ pirating” of skilled la­ 
bor by other m anufacturers.

“ There is m ore than one way 
to swim the channel,” he said. 
“ Since the British and 
French 
governments refuse to allow* the 
children to use the coasts, we 
must find some other way.” 
Bubba and Kathy have made 
a num ber of long swdms in plac­ 
id Florida water. But British and 
French officials have objected to 
plans for the channel swim be­ 
cau se of the swift tide and icy 
waters.

Democrats Say 
FOP Get-Acheson 
Drive Faltering; 


WASHINGTON, 
J u l y

House Democratic leaders de­ 
clared today that the Republican 
“ get-Acheson” drive is collap­ 
sing. 
Democratic chieftains expres­ 
sed confidence they could “ hold 
the line’’ against a Republican 
attem pt to cut off Secretary of 
State Acheson’s salary. 
One said that “ there might not 
be any line to hold.” indicating 
that he thought the danger of a 
successful GOP move against 
the controversial cabinet officer 
has passed. 
However, Rep. Phillips, (R) 
Calif., went ahead with his plans 
to offer an am endm ent to the 
State D epartm ent appropriation 
bill aim ed at Acheson. It would 
deny pay to any person w-ho be­ 
longed to a firm which did busi­ 
ness with a foreign country for 
five years prior to incumbency. 
Democratic opponents said the 
am endm ent w’ould also hit John 
Foster Dulles and more than a 
score of other State D epartm ent 
aides, m any of them Republi­ 
cans. 
Phillips maintained, how*ever, 
that his am endm ent would af­ 
fect only three or four State De­ 
partm ent personnel, 
including 
Acheson. One of them, however, 
would be Dulles, Republican for­ 
eign policy adviser to the State 
D epartm ent.

This happened after H arrim an 
presented a num ber of proposals 
to the Iranian Oil Commission 
which were greeted with sugges­ 
tions of changes. But H arrim an 
reportedly rejected the changes 
and countered with some modi­ 
fications of his own.

Father Admits 
Trying To Kill

ly 24— A 39-year-old father told 
police toda\*that he killed his 18- 
month-old son and tried to kill 
his twfo other young children be­ 
cause

baby-sitter 
failed

After slaying the child. R ay­ 
mond Wilson Conley telephoned 
police and said, “ I ’ve killed my 
three children.” 
His son. William, was found 
dead in his crib with his throat 
slashed. Wilson, 3. was shot in 
the 
stom ach 
and 
3-month-old 
Linda Sue was lying on a bed 
with her throat severely cut. 
The two children were taken to 
the University of Virginia hospi­ 
tal where their condition "“is de­ 
scribed as “ extrem ely critical.” 
Police said the only motive 
they could find for Conley’s ac­ 
tion was that he had no one to 
take care of the children since 
he separated from his wife June 
27.

It seem s that Louis XII of 
F rance started a fashion in 
beaver-trim m ed

quickly spread to England and 
created a shortage in beaver 
skins. 
The French at that tim e were 
trading brandy for pelts, but the 
British were able to offer twice 
the am ount of the cheaper rum 
to the Indians. The Indians were 
taking their furs all the 
way 
from M ackinac Island to the pre­ 
sent site of Detroit to trade with 
the British instead of the French. 
So in order to stop this diver­ 
sion of trade, the French sent 
Count Antoine de la Mothe C a­ 
dillac from his post at Mackmax 
to establish a fort between Lake 
St. Clair and Lake Erie to halt 
the English rum runners.

Sariwon is 35 miles south of 
Pyongyang, the North Korean 
capital, and 42 miles northwest 
of Kaesong where the recessed 
cease-fire talks are scheduled to 
reopen at ll o'clock Wednesday 
m orning (8 p. rn. Tuesday EST). 
The city hit by the Superforts 
straddles 
Korea's 
main 
rail- 
highway route and is the biggest 
junction 
between 
Pyongyang 
and Kaesong. 
When the truce conference re­ 
cessed last Saturday, the North 
Korean and Chinese delegates 
indicated they were returning to 
Pyongyang for further “ study” 
of the United Nations proposal. 
They asked whether they would 
receive 
immunity from Allied 
attack on the Kaesong-Pyong­ 
yang road.

AN AMERICAN colonel, at the

SEOUL, July 24—Some 37,000 
displaced North Koreans today 
are crowded together in a squa- 
! lid tent city six miles from Seoul, 
living symbols of the 
tragedy 
that can be caused by govern­ 
ment red tape. 
The North Koreans, displaced 
from their homes by the war, 
but friendly to the United Na­ 
tions cause, 
live in 
an 
over­ 
crowded, filthy camp. Some die 
quietly in the night, victims of 
malnutrition and a score of kill-1 
ing diseases. 
They were brought together in 
the tent city for food, shelter and 
medical care, to prevent their 
im pressm ent into involuntary la- 
| bor. 
But somewhere along the line, 1 
the UN rehabilitation plan went 
awry. 
Forty 
people 
are 
cram m ed 
into tents built to be occupied 
by four. 
Others sleep in the open. 
There is a constant shortage of 
food. 
The UN public w elfare officers 
in charge of the cam p, Richard 
Evans, 
has 
gone 
practically 
sleepless for weeks in an effort 
to improve the conditions of the 
camp. Almost invariably his re­ 
quests are answ ered by brief 
m essages of the “ your request 
will be expedited through official 
channels” type. 
But Evans has asked for an 
additional 
2C3 tents which he 
hopes will provide crowded shel­ 
ter for most of the refugees. He 
believes the food situation will 
be much improved shortly and 
he hopes the hospital facilities 
will be expanded. 
The hospital facilities, staffed 
by five doctors and 18 nurses, 
are equipped to handle 120 pa­ 
tients. There are over 800 K<>- 
re a n s’today lying on grass mats 
| strew n over the hospital floor, 
Evans, partially hopeful, still 
seeks more help. He a.-ks: 
“ If anyone wants to help, he 
can .send what he wishes to the

All of which indicates that the opponents 
of DST, who were forced to give ground 
during World War II, have been busy these 
last six years.

OPS Says 
jf 
Slaughter 
Quotas Up 


Cattle Market 
To ‘Show I fpsuinm' 


P ic k a w a y County 
housewives 
have been issured a m o re pirn* 
tiful supply of pork and veal for 
their 
tables 
during 
the 
r e ­ 
m ain d er cf the S u m m e r as a r e ­ 
sult of the Office of Price Sta­ 
bilization increase during July in 
the slaughter quotas for calves 
and swine. 
E d u a r d i . Wagner. C olum ­ 
ba.' district OPS director, said 
that the brightened picture in 
July m arketing is an indica­ 
tion of what can be expected 
during August as well. 
“ The cattle m a r k e t should also 
show a m a rk e d upswing during 
August since this is the 
month 
that range cattle are sent to the 
m a r k e t .” Wagner 
said. 
Range 
cattle provide the c h eap er cuts 
of m eat, he added. 
The OPS official revealed that 
the Spring pig crop is 15 percent 
higher this y e a r than in 1950 and 
this will be reflected in a larg er 
fall m a rk e t as com pared with a 
y e a r ago. 
Increase 
in 
m ark etin gs 
of 
calves and swine above the e x ­ 
pected n u m b e r indicated at the 
tim e slaughter quotas w ere es­ 
tablished for July resulted in the 
m o n th ’s quotas being increased 
by OPS from 85 p ercent to IOO 
percent on calves and from 105 
percent to 110 percent on swine.

WAGNER E X P L A IN E D that 
the quotas system keeps an even 
flow of m eat going to the m a r ­ 
ket and that the supply d e te r­ 
m ines the m arket. 
"T h e cattle feeders who sent 
their livestock to m a r k e t are the 
ones who d e te rm in e w hat t h e 
quota shall b e,’* he said, “ lf they 
send fewer livestock to m a r k e t 
than they sent the sa m e month 
of the previous y ear, the OPS 
quota is lower. If they 
s e n d 
m o re th an they sent to m a rk e t 
last year, the OPS quota is cor­ 
respondingly higher. 
“ This is why a quota can be 
over IOO percent, as is now the 
case with swine HO percent—be­ 
cause IO percent m ore swine are 
coming to m a rk e t this m o n t h 
th an c a m e to m a rk e t in July of 
last y e a r , ” W agner concluded.
